When it was 
dry they carried it to the floor of the 
large Swiss barn, where they used the 
"Floxbritch" or a flail to tbierb it. 
After this it was again tied iu bundles, 
put away until winter, then taken out 
again aud placed on a dryer—a few 
poles put up and ou them cros« nie"ep. 
Old stumps were used as firewood. 
From here it went to tbe "floxbrith" 
aud was crushed until the fibre of the 
flax was exposed.

It is au easy thing to wonder aud 


laugh at the old things that were the 
implements used every day by our 
grandparents. They look outlandish 
and out of date. As mere relics they 
may have little value, but for what 
they teach they are always worth 
while. Many of them are well made 
and give the message that what Is 
worth doing is worth doing well, for 
they come from the hand made age 
when things were made durable. They 
tell the story of Yankee inventiveness. 
how the mind of the frontiersman of 
the world under the spur of necessity 
became the mother of comforts and 
conveniences of today. They speak 
eloquently of their own time and con- 
trast it with the time of today that the 
latter may know what it has sprung 
from. In speaking language they say, 
we are the tools and implements of 
your ancestors with whieh they toiled 
from sunrise to sunset for a bare exis- 
tence, we developed the gray matter 
that invented us out of existence, we 
are the mile stones telling the story of 
the progress of humanity. We are the 
proof that positive achievement is the 
price of labor. 
one ever made 


headway in any other way thau by 
work and every mute testimonial relic 
of another age is a reminder of what 
has been won by human toil and an 
inspiration of what can be won in the 
name way. 


A receut writer iu the Philadelphia 


'•Record" says: 


Modern progress cannot be exem- 


plified anywhere better than among 
ILs Pennsylvania German farmers, 
who settled that rich agricultural belt 
in Eastern Pennsylvania and where 
today may still be found many crude 
instruments used iu the early stages 
of settlement iu this region, relics that 
are eloquent witnesses of improve- 
ment. 


One hundred yearb ago, for instance, 


a quarter yards wide, to be used as 
chaff bags, grain bags aud some for 
clothing. Tbe liner part or flax was 
spun into flner thread, woven into 
goods and so used for pillow slips, 
table cloths, napkins, towels, thread 
and other household articles. 


Much of this better grade of old linen 


is found in many homes among the 
Pennsylvania Germans, some today as 
good aa new, though most of it was 
made 50 to loO years ago. Cbaif bags 
tbat were made 70 tears ago can still 
be found on spare beds in some of tbe 
Colonial farmhouses, as tbey seem to 
be everlasting. 
Tbe 
flaxbrecb, 


schwiugmill, hackle and spinning 
wheel are still found in mauy a farm- 
house garret. 
Ex-Governor Penny- 


packer has a very rare collection of 
these implements used by the Penn- 
sylvania German forefathers, and they 
are well taken care of in his borne 
along the Perkioinen. 


About the first thing the early Penn- 


sylvania German settlers did when 
they arrived from the 
Palatinate 


was to clear the 
laud and culti- 


vate it. Alter the trees were cut 
down, the stumps had to be raised. 
Stump pullers were at this period 
more numerous than self binders are 
to-day, and tbe active operation of tbe 
former made the use of the latter 
possible two centuries 
later. The 


puller was constructed upou the rear 
part of a heavy farm wagon, upon 
which heavy beams were placed, ou 
which rested a frame resembling tbe 
frame of a grindstone. On this were 
fixed two large cogwheels, so arranged 
that by turning the crank a powerful 
pull could be given. When the horses 
were started they usually walked 
away with tbe stump dangling be- 
neath the stump puller. 


The first lamp used in the Pennsyl- 


vania German 
regions 
was 
the 


scbmutz omschel. Bchmutz is tbe 
Pennsylvania German vernacular for 
fat or lard, which was used as oil for 
those primitive lamps. Omschel is 
the Pennsylvania German dialect for 
a robin, the shape of which the lamps 
resembled. A wick was inserted in 
the base of the inside of the lamp, 
which had a lid-like opening at the 
top. Two wires were attached to the 
lamp, one of them being bent in at 
tbe end like a hook. This was used 
to hang the lamp to a nail. The other 
straight wire was brought into service 
when it was desired to use the lamp 
about tbe rireplace. 
Wire l i n k s 


attached to the lamp were used to 
clean the wick. These tin lamps were 
in service long before tallow candles 
became popular, although many of 
the users never saw a tallow candle, 
stepping right from the scbmutz-om- 
schel to the coal oil lamp. 


A few years ago at au old-home 


week celebration at Bernville, Berks 
county, the village tinsmitti, who bad 
conducted the tinshop for 60 years, 
was called upon to make aome articles 
which he used to make when he was 


1 au apprentice. After giving the mat- 
ter much thought, he said: ::I will 
make au old time coffee pot, such as 
my grandmother aud mother used 
when I was young." He tried hard 
to get good tin. Tinware 50 and 100 
years ago, say the old-time tinsmiths 
to-day, was of much better quality 
thau now. He finally secured a lot, 
which he thought was a fair sample 
of what he used to use so many years 
ago. The coffee pot he made holds

In What Sense the Battle of Get- 


tysburg was Decisive Interest- 


ing Explained. 


Professor Heller of Lancaster has 


been contributing to the -Intelli- 
gencer'' of his city a history of the 
Gettysburg Campaign aud iu a recent 
issue he sums up iu what sense the 
Battle of Gettysburg was decisive. 


That the battle of Gettysburg de- 


cided the campaign of which it was 
the crisis, is obvious. The other ques- 
tion, whether it was the decisive battle 
of the war, has beeu the subject of 
keen coutroversary. 
According to 


General Grant, the capture of Vicks- 
burg, consummated almost at the very 
moment of Meade's success, -sealed 
the fate of the Confederacy. ' Iu Gen- 
eral Sherman's opinion these two vic- 
tories -should have ended the Civil 
war." 
It can hardly be disputed that 


the fal! of Vicksburg was a severer 
blow to the South than the defeat at 
Gettysburg. 
It cut the Confederacy 


iu twaiu, while Lee's invasion scarcely 
affected the grand strategy of the war. 
Others have not hesitated to declare 
Missionary Ridge iu the West aud 
Spottsylvauia iu the East more deci- 
sive thau either, and Grant's strategic 
move transferring his army to the 
James was the really decisive opera-, 
tion of the whole struggle. Ail this is j 
from the purely military poiatof view, 
according to which it i.s not the num- 
ber of rneu engaged, uor the length or 
sauguinary character of the contest 
that make* a battle decisive, but its 
immediate aud positive results. From 
this point of view the battle of Gettys- j 
burg was nearly a drawt: engagement, j 
as has already been remarked, and as j 
Meade. the soldier, saw clearly : aud | 
from the ^aaie point :„•? v;eT,v the Get-; 
tysburg campaign restored the tuiu-; 
tary situation in the Ea*t to ; racticaiiy , 
what it wa.« before. 
Wh,L. the two I 


taiued by the moral energies of the 
nation. It is the hope and laith and 
will of the people that furnish resour- 
ces aud men to wiu victories, and it is 
not too much to say that these springs 
of power were renewed more by the 
defeat of Lee at Gettysburg than by 
the capture of Pemberton at Vicks- 
burg. The people of the North, and 
especially of the East, after Gettys 
burg resolved that the dead should 
not have died in vain. Persuaded of 
their eventual success and encouraged 
to new sacrifices, they determined 
that the war should go on. This de-

inountiug public debt could uot shake 
Anti-war party platforms could not 
chauge it. Iu the dark days of the 
battles iu the Wilderness, at Spott- 
sylvania and at Cold Harbor, it may 
have weakened when so sorely tried, 
but it did not fail. This had been th* 
real question ever since the first gun 
tired upon Sumter, and it was decided 
on Cemetery Ridge, at. Culp's Hill 
aud by the Round Tops. General Lee 
stated it wheu he wrote at Culpepper 
the phrase, "If our enemies continue 
united in their efforts to subjugate us."

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FIRST DISPATCH OF BATTLE 


Was Carried by War Correspondent 


and Sent from Hanover. 


The diary of Hon. Gideon Wells, 


Secretary of the Navy in JLmcoln's 
Cabinet, is now being published in 
the Atlantic Monthly. Mr. Wells had 
been a trained journalist before he 
entered the public service. His writ- 
ings are exceedingly interesting and 
are a valuable addition to ttie liter- 
ature of the Civil War. 


A recent number of the Atlantic 


Monthly gives a graphic account of 
Liaeoin and his Cabinet during the 
Gettysburg campaign. It proves the 
statement that the first account of the 
Battle of Gettysburg was sent to the 
War Department from Hanover, Pa., 
by Mr. Byingtou. a correspondent of 
the New York Tribune. According

"Byingtou is the editor aud proprie- 


tor of a weekly paper in Norwalir, 
Connecticut, active and stirring, in 
sometimes employed by the N. Y. Tri- 
bune, and is doubtless so employed 
now. 


"The information this morning aud 


despatches from General Meade COE 
ttrm Byiugtou s telegram. There i* 
much confusion in the intelligence re- 
ceived. A great and bloody battle 
was fought and our ariuy basTthe best 
of it, but the end is not yet. Every- 
thing, however, looks encouraging. 


"Later in the day despatches from 


Haupt, official telegrapher of the War 
Department, and others state 
that 


Lee with his army commenced a re- 
treat this A. M. at sjo'clock. Our army 
is waiting for supplies to come up be- 
fore following Lee's army."

Daniel E. Trone continued to be tha 


operator at Hanover for several years, 
and later accepted the position of Tell- 
er in the Hanover Saving Fund Society 
where he was employed the remainder 
of his life. It ie said be was an expert 
telegraph operator. In fact Mr. By- 
iugtjn in a pamphlet which he issued 
shortly after the war, referred to thia 
incident at Hanover and stated that 
the Hanover operator had correctly 
transmitted bis despatches to the New 
York Tribune. 


Strange to say, all accounts thua 


far written state that all the despatch- 
es relating to the Battle of Gettysburg 
were cent from Westminster, Md.

The first two of the new-style mallet, 


articulated, compound 200-ton locomo- 
tives, to be used in the East, nave 
been purchased by the Western Mary-

Baldwin Locomotive Works, Phila., 
and are now at Hagerstown, where 
they will be used in helping heavy 
freight trains over the Blue Ridge 
Mountains. They are the biggest and 
moet powerful engines ever seen in 
the East, aud are attracting much 
attention along the Western Maryland 
railroad. 


They are guaranteed to pull or push 


3,500 tons weight over the 
heavy 


grades, which is twice the weight of 
any other engines on the road. The 
engines are really double, with four 
cylinders 25 and 85 inches in diameter, 
with stroke of 32 inches, and steam 
preasure of 200 pounds to the square 
inch. The 
driving wheels are 
6, 


feet in diameter, and the boiler 7 feet 
in diameter. The fire box is 10 feec 
long and the boiler contains 48? tubes. 
The total length of the engine and 
:ender is 75 feet. The tender carries

The changes made in the road law 


<jf 1905 are as follows : 


Section ~2 is amended "by providing : 


That the Board of Supervisors shall 
elect one of their number as chairman 
and shall appoint a treasurer aud a 
secretary, who may or may not be the 
sauje persou, aud who may or may not 
be a member of members of the board, 
but who shall not be a roadmaster, 
aud the secretary shall perform all the 
duties heretofore performed by the 
township clerk; which office is abolish- 
ed; the secretary and treasurer shall 
receive such compensation as shall be 
fixed by the township auditors, but 
the combined amount paid to the sec- 
retary and treasurer shall Dot exceed 
two per cent, of the money paid out 
by the treasurer; the road tax shall 
hereafter be collected iu cash, aud no 
su£h tax shall be worked out; but auy 
township may by a majority vote 
authorized by the Court of Quarter 
Sessions, at the February 
election, 


after thirty days notice, adopt the 
system of payment of road tax by 
work on the roads; auy township pay- 
ing road taxes iu cash, shall receive 
from the State 50 per cent, of the 
auiouut of road taxes collected in cash, 
as may be shown by sworn report of 
the Supervisors made to the State 
Highway Commissioner on or before 
April 1st in each year, but no town- 
ship shall receive iu any one year 
more than $20 for each mile of road in 
said township. 


Section 8 is amended by providing: 


That road masters shall report to the 
supervisors once a mouth, or as often 
as they require, the nature, location 
aud coat of the work performed, and, 
if required by the supervisors, make 
j?aid report under oath; tbat road su- 
pervisors are uot prohibited from over- 
seeing and working ou the roads them- 
selves, instead of employing roadmas- 
ters, their compensation for such ser- 
vice to be fixed by the township aud- 
itors at the annual meeting in March 


Section 6 is amended by providing : 


That the full amount of tax may be 
raid between June 1 and October 1, 
and after October 1, five per cent, to be 
added: and that the tax collector shall 
pay over to the treasurer of the board 
taxes, collected at least once every 
mouth.
